Applicant's arguments, see pages 4-8, filed, with respect to 4/12/2006 have been fully considered and are persuasive. However, the 
examiner would require further consideration and/or search based on applicant's amendment after Final Office Action because the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "the optical system comprise a reflector for reflecting the light emitted from the infrared light 
source and the light emitted from the visible light emitting element towards the substantially same emitting area in front of the vehicle, and 
wherein the infrared light source and the visible light source are located in the vicinity of a common focal point of the reflector") were not 
recited in the rejected in the previously filed claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims.
